SUBJECT: Monthly Report — Bangkok Bureau — October 1985 


I. GENERAL 

A. As the spectre of lost jobs and factory shutdowns in the Thai 
textile industry begins to take on a more concrete appearance due to U.S 
textile embargoes and textile import restriction legislation now before the 
U.S, Congress, demonstrations against the American Embassy are becoming larger 
and more frequent. On 11 October, several hundred demonstrators spent several 
hours in front of the Embassy. Then on the 25th, a much larger demonstration 
took place which involved delivering a protest letter to an Embassy officer. 

The media claimed 4,000 demonstrators appeared (out of the 8,000 predicted), 
although from the bureau’s excellent vantage point from 14 floors up it looked 
more like 2,000-3,000 turned out. In the traditional Thai fashion the demon- 
strations were peaceful and the demonstrators well behaved. 

B. From 13-16 October, the ruling Kampuchean People’s Revolutionary Party 
held its fifth congress in Phnom Penh. The previous congress was held 4*$ years 
ago. Despite rumors of a pending reorganization at the top, there were few changes 
and Heng Samrin remains in place. The Cambodian media did not advertise the 
congress and it was only through a foreign media source that Cambodia watchers 
were informed the congress might convene on the 13th. 

C. ROSET progress reached its most dramatic period during the month, 
as far as outward appearances are concerned. The Universal Antennas, Inc. 
contractors put together the dishes for both antennas and mounted them on the 
concrete bases. Work is proceeding toward a final alignment of the antennas 
to ready them for the installation of the electronics. 

II. OPERATIONS 

A. Monitorial/Editorial 


1. Realignment of work schedules and the use of overtime by the 
four-monitor Cambodian team were required to provide expeditious filing of the 
Fifth Kampuchean People’s Revolutionary Party Congress materials. At AG’s 
request the bureau also texted the speeches of all provincial party delegates 
carried by the media. In addition to normal media reporting, the Cambodian 
press agency SPK introduced a new cast for the congress period which provided up 
to five hours of additional materials daily. 

2. On the 24th, a new clandestine Cambodian station was first picked 
up by the bureau’s cruising monitor. The station identified itself as a "non- 
communist nationalist Cambodian radio" aligned with Norodom Sihanouk. As of 
month’s end it appeared the radio was still in a test mode — broadcasting 
popular songs along with brief announcements and appeals. So far no commentaries 
or newscasts have been carried by this new radio. 
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3. In response to AG interest, the bureau began filing program 
summaries of the 2300 GMT Hanoi domestic service newscast daily. Copies go to 
AG and Okinawa Bureau. 

B. Communications

The bureau's primary circuit has generally been acceptable since the 
rehome through Clark Air Force Base last month. On a number of occasions, however, 
there were abnormally high numbers of refile requests. The bureau continues to 
monitor circuit performance closely. 

C. Lateral Services 


1. The bureau processed five items during the month at the request 
of the American Embassy in Vientiane, Laos. 


2. Bureau Thai/Chinese monitor translated 

two lengthy letters from the Chinese at the request of an officer of the 
Joint Casualty Resolution Center. The letters dealt with facets of the MIA 
search effort carried on by this organization. 


3. In response to a Bangkok Embassy request, the bureau instituted a service 
to provide immediate precedence items on coups and military clashes in Thailand 
and the countries of Indochina to a separate Embassy router. Liaison and Require- 
ments Branch formalized this new request as one of its ASP-Alert packages.
